COMPLAINTS. 

Seventy-eight  were  received  during  the  year  of  various 
natures  and  conditions,  and  all  were  inspected  and  the  necessary 
action  to  have  the  cause  of  complaint  remedied. 

UaTER  SUPPLIES . 

During  the  year,  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  six  public 
walls  and  one  (private  well  so  as  to  keep  up  the  normal  supply  and 
orevent  contamination. 

■VATER  ANALYSIS. 


During  the  year,  seven  samples  of  water  have  been  taken, 
three  chemicals  and  four  bacteriologicals . Two  bacteriological 
were  satisfactory  and  two  not  satisfactory.  The  three 
chemicals  were  satisfactory. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  miinbsr  of  places  disinfected  during  the  year  after  being 
occupied  by  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease  was  28.

SWIi£;iING  POOLS . 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district,  one  at  the 
Nautical  William,  ^ilveley,  and  one  at  Mrs.  Gray’s,  Swancote, 
Bridgnorth.  The  pools  are  inspected  periodically  during  the 
year  and  the  necessary  cleansing  has  been  carried  out  when 
required. 

WORKSHOPS  AND  WORivPLACES . 

The  annual  limewashing  and  cleansing  of  the  above-mentioned 
premises  twice  annually  have  been  carried  out. 

HOUSE  SCAVENGING. 

The  Council’s  scavenging  scheme  for  the  Council  houses  at 
Highley  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  during  the  year.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 


Thvsre  are  approximately  240  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  on  the 
register  at  the  present  time^  and  whenever  possible  the  attention 
of  the  producers  has  been  called  to  the  requirements  of  the  Order 
in  respect  to  the  sanitary  conditions  in  which  these  premises 
are  required  to  be  kept. 

There  are  22  Accredited  Milk  producers  and  14  Tuberculin 
Tested. 

HOUSING.
